New York, April 18.—A cable special 
dated Paris, Monday noon, says: At nine 
o’clock last night the forte and advance posts 
eentin to the Commune the result of the vote 
of the troops. The urn containing the pa- 
pers was carried by an officer, e:corted by 
the Nationals. The procession was headed 
by a red flag. There were cries of “Vive la 
Commune.”’ 

Misguided Bravery. 

Yesterday, after the taking of Neuvilly 
Church, a youth of sixteen planted the flag 
of the Commune on the summit of the church, 
amid a shower of balls. 

The inhabitants are collectiog provisions. 

A report that the city is about to be in- 
vested by the Versaillists and Prussians joint- 
ly causes great excitement. 

The barricades on the Rue Castigilione 
have been demolished. Large works have 
been erected at Batigrolles, Belleville, and 
Montmartre, 

Persecution of the Clergy. 

The Church of Saint Jacques, do Haute Pas, 
was surrounded to-day by the Nationals, and 
the clergy arrested during vespers. 

Yesterday the Chureh of Saint Vincent, de 
Haute, was surrounded by the Nationals and 
pillag:d. Scarcely a church is open now. 

The Elections. 

New York, April 18.—A dispatch trom 
Bologne says the Communal elections in 
Paris were a perfect farce. Not one-tenth of 
the voters went tothe polls. In the eignth 
arrondissement only 1,150 votes were polled 
out of 17,825 votes. 

No dispatch was reccived from Puris by 
the night train. It is stated the couriers 
with the dispatches were scized by the Com- 
mune, 

Reported Prussian Iatervention, 

Lenpon, Apiil 18,—The London ‘iimes 
hasa special dispatch from Paris, statlag 
that it is reported in that city that Piussia 
will intervene in the affairs of France in case 
the Commune should be victorious over the 
Versailles Government. The Prussians have 
advanced tothe Auber Viliers, four kilo- 
metres southeast of St. Denvis, and within 
eight kilometres of Paris. 

The Datly News’ especial dispatch from 
Parie says the Commuue has in its hands 
thirty-eight million francs casb, which bas 
been paid by the Bank of France for the un- 
solid bonds of the city of Paris. 

A dispatch from Versailles says the Prus- 
siane have agreed to stop the revictaaling of 
Paris by way of St. Dennis. 

VERSAILLRS, April 18.—President Thiers, 
ina circular just issued, confirms the an- 
noutcement of the capture by the Govern- 
ment troops of Chateau Becon. Batteries 
have been established there, within easy 
range of the insurgent batteries at Asnieres 
and Felichy. 

The report from Paris that the colors of 
the Pontifical Zonaves were captured by the 
Communists at Nuaciily, on Sunday, is con- 
tirmed., 

The insurgents now occupy a greater part 
of the woods of Colombes, beyond Asnieres, 

Bismarck, ina note to the Versailles Goy- 
ernment, admits the right of Marshal Mc- 
Mahon to occupy with French troops the 
ground around Paris, made neutral by the 
stipulations of preliminary treaty of peace, 

The Loss of Neutlly,

Paris, April 17.—The Communists, afier a 
Severe batiule, Lave occupied the whole of 
Nevilly, capturing all the enemy’s artillery 
and two flags.

THE WINCHESTER RAID. 


Farther Particulars Regarding the 
Rescue of the Gravette Murderers. 
(Letter to the Lexington Presa.) 

W INncHESTER, Ky., April 17, 1571. 
Your readers are dware that, on the 6th of 
February lust, Fountain Webb went to the 
house of Nicholas Gravette, and, as was said, 
shot him in cold blood. He (Webb), together 
with his father, fled the county, and sought 
refuge in the mountains. About four weeks 
since, a man named Davidson went to the 
mountains in search of cattle, and happen- 
ing to meet the Webbs during his peregrina- 
tions, secured®@their arrest.

About 1% o’clock this morning a party 
of about seventy-five or one hundred men 
made a dash into town, posted their pickets 
on the outskirts, and then went to the jail, 
when they ordered the jailer(Mr. Hogan) to 
open the doors, This he retused to do, and 
the party commenced an onslaught on the 
premises, wh.ch continued for about ten 
minutes, and then sent three of their number 
to a blacksmith-shop to get a siedge- 
hammer. Durip the absence of this 
party the jailer concluded to surrender, and 
gave the keys to one of the leaders of tne 
gang, when they entered the jailand took the 
two Webbs out, and then mabed them out of 
town.

‘The affairs of the Central Savings Bank 
are undergoing a careful overhauling, and 
we are glad to be able to announce that 
the prospect wears a more promising 
aspect than it seemed to have at first. The 
directors urge that they are not only doing 
all that a body of live and upright busi- 
ness men can do to remedy the evil that 
came of the misconduct of their cashier, 
but they claim that they had done nothing 
whatever to merit censure prior to tbe 
disclosure of the embarrassed state of their 
concerns. We are informed that there has 
been no meeting since the advent of the 
new board without the presence of a quo- 
rum; that the first suspicion of misman- 
agement was promptly acted upon, and 
that the denouement of last week was the 
premature rather than belated result of this 
activity on the part of the directors. We 
shall present our readers an official exhibit 
as s00p as it can be obtained.

No Democrat is asked to accept negro 
suffrage or abate his aversion to the Fif- 
teenth amendment. We have already 
made our protest against the one and the 
other. Each is; until it be set aside, a fixed 
fact. . The record of the past is made up. 
The question presented to us now is this: 
Shall we make the repeal of the Fifteenth 
amendment and the abolition of negro 
suffrage an issue in the Presidential elec- 
tion? One thing, in our opinion, is certain. 
We shonld take a decided stand. We 
should avoid an attitude of equivocation 
by which we shall lose all the advantage 
of a war on negro suffrage, if there is any 
advantage in that,and gain all the discredit 
of a secret revolutionary purpose which 
we dare not avow. The Republicans have 
made the point upon us squarely and we 
cannot escape or evade it. But, whatever 
we do, let us dig no pitfalls to entrap our 
own unwary footsteps. 


The Republicans would have us believe 
that the Fifteenth amendment 1s a “dead 
issue” in the sense that we must not dis- 
cuss its dangerous tendency and the fraud- 
ulent means by which it was carried. 
They would ayofd the consequences ot 
their act. They would dodge debate. No 
question is a “dead issue” in the sense that 
it may not be revived; for we might 
rescind any part of the Constitution at 
any time, or alter or amend the whole 
instrument if the public exigency should 
require it. The abolition of negro suf- 
trage—i.¢., universal suffrage—is not an 
issue because the measure has not received 
a fair trial and neither party is prepared to 
revolutionize it. If the black population 
should by any future chance vote solid 
with the Democrats the Kepublicans 
would be first to clamor fur an elevation of 
the standard of suffrage. Our abstract 
notions are not material just nuw. The 
practical part of the question is, for the 
nonce, undergoing an experimental process 
which no one has a mind to interrupt. 

Itis trequently said of 0 us that we discuas 
our Own party too much and the Repub- 
lican Party too little. We don’t think it. 
The political events of this year must be 
in great measure tiibutary to the coming 
Presidential campaign. It 1s therefore o! 
importance that the people should under- 
stand the true condition of affairs.

The French Fanatics. 

Nothing could better demonstrate the 
sapguinary character of the insurgents ot 
Paris than the reports of the different sub- 
ordinate commanders to the Secretary ot 
War of the Communists, “General” 
CLUSERET. We have one of these re- 
ports of a certam “generai” of the rioters 
before us, and it furnishes a fair sample of 
the rest. The “general” who is the author 
of this reportis named “GARNIER,” and 
was an employe in a hardware house of 
Paris beiore his “duties” to his country 
called him into the ranks of the Com- 
munists. Being popular among the insur- 
gent mob, he obtained from the Central 
Committee at Paris an appointment as 
general and commander of the “fortress” 
Montmartre, Regarding the occurrences 
in that quarter of Paris during the night 
of the 20th of March the general reports 
as follows:

Another feature characteristic of the in- 
surrection is the manner in which the in- 
surgents propose to pay the large war 
yndempity which the Germans have exact- 
ed. The Moniteur ot the Central Com- 
mittee, the official organ of the insurgents, 
brings forth the following plan; It prom- 
ises that the property-owners of France, 
that is to say the people who own both per- 
sonal and real estate property, cau be di- 
vided into five different classes, and that 
these classes form the population ot France 
jnto asmany groups,and which are: Ist, 
poor; 2d, well-to-do; 3d, wealthy; 4th, rich; 
5th, very nich. The population of France 
consists of 13,950,000 families, and the 
personal property and the real estate of 
France are valued at three bundred and ten 
milliards of irancs, or in our money sixty- 
two thousand mullions of dollars. Of these 
13,950,000 families morethan half, 7,200,- 
000, belong to the first class. They are 
poor,clad in rags, own hardly anything 
but their tools, if they own them, and their 
property is worth at most ten milliards ot 
trancs, or two thousand millions of dol- 
lars. The second group consists of 3,600,- 
000 families. They are better off than the 
first; they own more expensive tools, or 
some ground and cattle, and work on their 
own account. They own about twenty 
milliards of francs, or four thousand mil- 
lions ot dollars. The third group is the 
bourgeoisie of the cities, the smaller retail 
dealers, They consist of about eighteen 
hundred thousand families, and their prop- 
erty is worth about forty milliards of 
francs, or eight thousand millions of dollars. 
The fourth group is about nine hun- 
dred thousand families strong. 
They are the wealthier middle classes, she 
wholesale dealers, the richer farmers and 
projessional men. They are worth about 
eighty milliards of francs, or sixteen thou- 
sand millions of dollars. The fifth class 
are the great land-owners, the bankers, 
capitalists and high officials. They are 


least one hundred and sixty milliards, or 

thirty-two thousand millions of dollars. 
The Moniteur now suggests kindly that 

the last class only shall be taxed four per 


cent. on their whole property, aud this | 
would give enough not only to pay the | 
whole war indemnity but also leave a 


considerable surplus to be divided among 
the poorer “patriots” of Paris, who will 
enforce this tax on the “robbers of the 
poor,” as the wealthier classes are called 
by the insurgents. 

This way to solve the question would 
certainly be very pleasant and agreeable 
for the “patriots,” but whether “the rob- 
bers of the poor” would be satisfied with 
such a proceeding would be very doubtful.

deemed the Man of Sedan, he is known to 
be the mouth-piece of a man who has 
shown himself to be the master of Napo- 
LEON in craft and statesmanship. But 
“rerenons a noe moutons.” 

The German authorities are busy in de- 
stroying every link that attached the n- 
habitants of the two conquered districts 
to their old country, and we must confess 
that the French in their turn do all in their 
power to aid them. If Brewarcek had to 
designate the measures they have to adopt 
in Order to facilitate his plan they could 
not have been different from those taken 
by the French at present. Instead of bid- 
ing their time and keeping the inhabitants 
of the two detached provinces in constant 
communication with the old country, 
instead of keeping the French national 
sentiment alive in those districts, the 
French Assembly at Versailles and the 
municipalities of the different cities of 
France do their utmost to induce the 
French inhabitants of Alsatia and Lorraine 
and thoce who desire to remain Frenchmen 
to emigrate to France and the French 
possessions. The French government has 
especially stipulated in the terms of peace 
that no obstacles shall be put in the way 
of the inhabitants of the annexed prov- 
inces who wish to emigrate, and the Prus- 
sian authorities were quite willing to 
agree to it. The French Assembly then 
passed a measure granting a large piece of 
land to every Alsatian and Lorrainian who 
wished to settle in Algeria, and every city 
in France offers them inducements to settle 
within its limits. They can travel over 
the French roads free of charge, and an 
immense number are taking advantage of 
this, either in order to accept the above- 
pamed inducements or to emigrate 
to America. Ot. course nothing 
could please the German government 
better, as the vacancies in the population 
will be readily filled from the teeming 
population of Germany, and so the spirit 
and tendencies of the population are 
changed in the shortest possible time, 
Scme enhghtened Frenchmen have seen 
the mistake that was committed, butit was 
too late to shrink back, and their ind‘vidual 
appeals to the French inhabitants of 
Alsatia and Lorraine to remain at home 
and preserve its French character and 
national sympathies were of no avail. 

The other measures adopted by the Ger- 
mans are all likewise calculated to estrange 
the provinces from France. The principal 
adherents of France in those districts are 
the Catholics, and so the German govern- 
ment will send probably a Protestant as 
viceroy to those countries and the admun- 
istration will promote a liberal educational 
system, that will rob the priests of their 
influence. ‘The prelates of the provinces 
had intrigued fora Catholic prince as their 
governor—for mstance LEOPOLD of Ho- 
hepzollern or GEORGE of Saxony—but it 
seems as though Prince WILu1AM of 
Baden will be the first viceroy. The latter 
has made himseli downright obnoxious to 
tbe Catholic clergy of the conquered dis- 
tricts, and his appointment will doubtless 
be considered by the priests as an act of 
hostility and as an indication that the Ger- 
map government means to eradicate all 
French elements in those provinces by 
every means in its power. 

The Pope and the Romans. 

The Italian Government meets with 
much more opposition from the Catholic 
clérgy in that country in regard to the de- 
struction of the temporal power of the 
Pope than was at first expected. The 
Bishops of all the Italian provinces have 
recently sent long addresses of loyalty to 
Prvus LX., in which the aciion of Victor 
EMANUEL in suppressing the temporal 
power is condemned in the most emphatic 
terms, and the restoration of that power 
predicted with a certainty which is quite 
surprising. And not only the Bishops 
send such addresses to him from all paris 
of the world, but there is hardly a Catho- 
lic community tn the world that has not 
sent an address of condolence to the Pope, 
encouraging him in his opposition to the 
Italian Government. They apply to 
VictoR EMANUEL, as a general thing, all 
the pet pames with which orthodox Chris- 
tians are wont to designate Herop and 
PILATE, and compare Pius LX. to Jesus 
Curist in the Garden of Gethsemane, 
tempted by demons, who offer him guar- 
antees and subsidies as the bitter cup. 

No wonder, then, that the old Pupe re- 
sists all attempts of the Italian Govern- 
ment to bring about a reconciliation in so 
obstinate a manner. How litie he thinks 
of yielding or compromising with the 
Quirinal is shown by a remark of his, to 
some persons of his court, who were speak- 
ing with him of the possibility of a recon. 
ciliation withgltaly: “Even if we could 
suppose,’ he said, “that Papacy might 
conscat to give up its right, the Catholics 
of the whole world would unite in one 
grand protest to recall it toitsduty!” This 
has been a firm conviction of Prus IX. 
ever since 1561. 

The inhabitants of the city of Rome are 
the only exception to this Catholic move- 
ment. Their idea of the advantages of 
Papal government do not seem to be ot a 
very exalted character, to judge from the 
maby demonstrations that are almost daily 
made against His Holiness in the Eternal 
City, some of which even had to be re- 
pressed by the police. The Romans say 
if the Catholics of the other parts of the 
world are so much impressed with the 
benefits of Papal government, they are 
very welcome to try it themselves.

4 TERRIBLE CONFLAGRATION.

The extensive furniture factory of Bennett 
Brothers & Cec., om the correr of Green and 
Eighth sireet#, took fre about two o’clock 
this morning and was eotirely destroyed. 
The building contained over $40,(00 worth of 
stock, besides the work men’s tools and the ma- 
chimery.

The City of Jeffersonville vs. the Louis- 
villeand Jefiersonvilie Ferry Com- 
pany—The Decision.

Av old citizen estimates that the Cathedra 
cost $125,000, without the jot on waich it stands; 
tbe Hebrew Temple #100,000; the Broadway 
Episcopal church $80.000: tbe new 
Uniterian church, corner of Fourth and Yerk 
streets, $65,000; the German Evangelical church, 
on tbe coruer of Clay aud Market streets, $60,- 
(00; (he Bapiist church, corner of Fourth and 
Walnut streets, $55,040; the Christian church, 
On the corner of Fourth and Walscut streets, 
$75,000; the Catholic church, on the corner of 
Chestnut and Clay streets, $50,000; the Presby- 
terian church, en the corner of Chestnut and 
Fourth streets, $40,000; the Presbyterian church, 
on the corner «f Second and College streets, 
$25,000; Christ church (Episcopal) $50,000; and 
(irace church (Episcopal) $40,000. The new 
Baptist churck on Broadway wil! cost $80,( 00, 
and the great Dominican church on Sixth street 
$100,000.

Tbe 
seventy-nine other churches fn the city and 
suburbs probably cost, altogether, a little over a 
miliion dOllars. Altogether, the ninety-three 
ehurebes will furnish accommodations for 
seventy thousand people, leavitg, it is believed, 
forty thousand people more than wouid Ail all 
the churchestorepletion. The average attund- 
unce at churecb services ts not over thirty-five 
thousand, and of those who don’t go to church, 
ai lea-t sevenis-ve thou ard.
